GOLD STATISTIOS. 


Imports and Production Largest in 
the Country's History. 
BARLY MORNIXG REPORT. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—A_ dispatch 
to the Tribune from Washington says 
the importations of gold into the 
United States in the year 1898 are by 
far the largest in the history of the 
country, and the exportations are the 
smallest in many years, while the pro- 
duction of gold from American mines 
|will prove the largest in many years, 
if not the largest in the country’s 
annnals. The October statement of 
imports and exports just issued by 
the Treasury, Bureau of Statistics, 
shows that the total imports of goid 
in the ten months ending October 31. 
| 1888, are $143,658,095, which is more than 
60 per cent. in excess of the amount 
imported in the corresponding period 
of any preceding year. The exports in 
that time have been only $14,061,849, 
which is less than in the corresponding 
months of any preceding year for more 
than a decade. 

This gives the enormous balance of 
$129,596,246 in excess of exportations. 
In only one other year in the decade 
have the ten months ending with Oc- 
tober . an excess of imports of 
gold over the exports, that occasion 
being 1896, the excess of im- 
ports was $37,085,861. In all other years 
from 1888 to 1898, the October returns 
showed for the ten months of the cal- 


year an-excess of exports of | 


gold over the imports of that article, 
that of 1895 being $43,247,360, and 1894, 

This unprecendented fiow of gold 
into the United States is accounted for 
in part, at least, by the enormous bal- 
ance of trade in this country’s favor, 
which the ten months of the year 
have afforded. In those ten months 
the total imports in merchandise 
pe to only $527.557,554, while the 
to exports were $687,964,356. a favor- 
able balance of trade of $430.706,802. 
The total exports of merchandise for 
the month of October, 1898, amounted 
to $118,686,232, a sur larger than in any 
preceding October in the ‘history of the 
coumry, the figures for October, 1897, 
being $111,744.517. and those for Oc- 
tober, 1896, $113,516,586. 

The enortnous importation of gold 
in excess of the exportation is plainly 
perceptible in the increased circula- 
tion shown by the fieures of the Treas- 
ury Departmert.' The Istest state- 
ment of the gold in the treasurv shows 
a balance of $242,805.604, while the gold 
in circulation on November 1, 
$649,846,727. being $110.000,000 greater 
than on November 1 of last year, and 
nearly $200,000,000 more than in July 1. 
1896, in* which month it touched the 
lowest point in several years.

Kill a Guard Trying to Escape From

This was returned until the re 
volvers of all the participants were 
emptied. In the fray Convict Atkinson 
was shot down. As soon as the guns 
were emptied, Guard Camp rushed in, 
and with his cane almost -beat O’Neill 
to death before ethe prisoner would 
surrender. Atkinson was shot in the 
body, but is not thought to be fatally 
hurt. O’Neill was so badly beaten 
about the head that his injuries may 
result fatally. 

The other prisoners in the shop whefe 
the shooting occurred took no part in 
the affair, but it is understood that 
they stood re to follow if the efforts 
of the two leaders proved successful. 
Previous to making the outbreak, one 
of the two prisoners forced a third man 
to place a ladder against the outside 
of the prison wall, so when they had 
fought their way out of the shop they 
could shoot down the wall and 
make their escape by that route. It 
is not known how the first revolver was 
Bec by the convicts, and at this 
time it is im ble to secure definite

The Vessel. Was Bound From Ta- 
coma to South Africa With 
Wheat—Goes Ashore Off Alsea 
Bay, om the Coast of Oregon. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 
-PQRTLAND (Or.,) Nov. 18.—A spe- 
cial to the’ Oregonian from Yaquina, 
Or.,. says the British ship Atalanta, 
Capt. ‘Charles: McBride, from ‘Tacoma 
to South Africa with wheat, was 
wrecked off, Alsea Bay, sixteen miles 
south of Yaquina -Bay, yesterday 
morning. * She ¢arried a crew of twen- 
‘ty-seven mem, and all were drowned 
\but threey.* ~ 
The Af@lanta sailed: from Tacoma 
‘last Saturday with a. cargo of 1753 
tons of wheat for Cape Town, and her 


skipper had. made a wager with the. 


masters of the ships Earl of Dalhousie 
‘and Inberhorne in a race to the Cape 
of Good Hope. The log book at the 
life-saving station shows that Thurs- 
‘day morning, between midnight and 6 
o'clock, the Capé -Foulweather light- 
house was concealed by fog and heavy.

ing at a high rate of speed Thursday 
morning when she went on the bar. 
A few rocks in the trough of the waves, 
attended by.a heavy setting on the 
bottom, caysed her timbers to give

lifekoat loose and set it afloat. It was 
full of water, and the oars were gone. 
Several were in the boat at the time of 
its sudden release. All but two were 
washed overboard. 

These two picked up a third, then in 
the surf. For three hours or more they 
were buffeted about until the storm 
cast them upon dry land. One of the 
surivivors stated that the captain 
steered close into Cape Foulweather 
and not seeing the lighthouse, sup- 
posed tihe. vessel to be some distance 
from shore. This caused him to con- 
tinue his southeast tack too long. 

At 2 o’clock today the Atlanta lav 
about a mile off shore in a field of 
furious breakers. Each hour a section 
of the vessel was seen to fall away 
and the timbers float toward the shore. 
‘The life-saving crew, although noti- 
fied of the wreck soon after it oc- 
curred yesterday, were unable to reach 
the scene until this morning. 

One of the survivors claims that the 
wreck was due to the carelessness of 


____ the captain, who paid for his folly with 


‘his life. They were racing with another 
veseel, and were keeping close in shore 
in order to get the advantage of the 
wind in tacking, and to make a short- 
cut to head the other vessel off. They 
were close in shore, and not seeing the 
light. at Cape Foulweather, steered 
ahead until they struck the reef, about 
four miles below Alsea Bay, and about 
one mile and a half from shore, witb 
such terrific force as to snap the masts 
off like toothpicks, carrying the rig- 
ging and everything with it. Two of

The farmers were very slow in notify- 
ing the life-saving station at South 
Beach, twenty miles away, and they 
did not reach the wreck for ten hours 
after it occurred. Capt. Clark and his 
life crew endeavored to reach the 
wreck and rescue any that might yet 
be on the wreck, penned up in the fore- 
castle, as supposed by the survivors, 
but having no horses, it was very dif- 
ficult to get the surf-boat wagon and 
the cannon down the beach toward the 
wreck, twenty miles away, and they 
were compelled to draw by hand. 


"They arrived at Alsea early 
and, hurrying to the wreck, | 
they found they were unable to do 


anything, as the ship was beyond the 

reach of their lines, and their cannon

Descendant of Distinguished Ameri- 
cans Dies in London.

NEW YORK, Nov. 18.—Mrs. Henry 
Ledyard died in London Wednesday 
night, aged 80 years. She was Miss 


Matilda Cass, daughter of the late Gen. |. 


Lewis Cass, who was for many years 
Gavernor of Michigan, where Matilda 
Cass was born. Gen. Cass, who was 
a@ veteran of the war of 1812, was Sec- 
retary of War in Jackson’s Cabinet, 
was the Democratic: candidate for 
President in 1848 (running against 
Zachary Taylor,) represented Michigan 
in the United States Senate, as well as 
having been its Governor, and was Sec- 
retary of State in Buchanan’s Cabinet, 
resigning his portfolio when the Presi- 
dent refused to reinforce Fort Sumter. 

‘Gen. Cass was at one time Minister 
to France, and while he was in Paris 
his daughter Matilda married Henry 
Ledyard, then Secretary of the Ameri- 
can Legation. This was nearly sixty 
years ago. Mr. Ledyard was a lawyer 
and came of distinguished stock. His 
-mother, who was a Miss Livingston, 
was the daughter of the late Justice 
Brockholst Livingston of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, wha was a 
son of William Livingston, Governor

Henry Ledyard, who died one year 
ago, was a New Yorker by birth, but 
resided after his marriage at Newport, 
R. 1., where the, Ledyards still have a 
place.

POLICEMAN RITCH OR ALLEGED 
FAN TAN PLAYERS? 


The Complaining Witness Placed on 
the Defensive in a Criminal 
Prosecution. 


A SUBJECT FOR INVESTIGATION. 


GRAND JURY’S ATTENTION TO BE 
CALLED TO THE MATTER, 


Round-about Manner in Which a Bag 
of Money Traveled From 
Chinatown to the Police 
Station. 


Whether Gwong and Wong Woot 
or Police Officer J. R. Ritch were on 
trial in Justice Morrison’s court yes- 
terday was hard to judge from. the 


bly Gwong and Woot were being tried 
for playing the unlawful game of fan 
tan; but, apparently, Officer Ritch was 
defending himself against the charge 
of having seized and appropriated to 
his own use money belonging to the 
Chinamen. 


Some of the declarations made by 
the attorneys for the Chinese and part 
of the testimony given bordered on the 
sensational. If there is any founda- 
tion whatever for the allegations made 
in open court, reflecting on Officer 
Ritch, there undoubtedly are grounds 
for an investigation by the Police Com- 
misssion, if not by the grand jury. 
It is the avowed purpose of the law- 
yers who are carrying on the crusade 
against alleged abuses of police au- 
thority in Chinatown to have an inves- 
tigation by both. With this end in 
view, they employed Court Reporter 
A. E. Bagley to take a stenographic 
copy ‘of all the testimony, which is to 
be written up anc submitted to the 
Police Commission, and the grand jury, 
in case it is “@ sufficient 
gravity to warrant ‘such a course. 

- As the attack on Officer Ritch im- 
pugns not only his acts, but also those 
of other officers and the general usages 
of the police department in relation 
to the handling.of moneys and prop- 
erty seized in connection with arrests 
for elleged or actual commissions of 
crime, the importance of the proceed- 
ings in the case of the People vs. Ah 
Gwong and Wong Woot is apparent. 
Becoming impressed with the broadness 
of the inquiry that was opening up, 
the prosecution, at the afternoon ses- 
sion, also came provided with an of- 
ficial stenographer to take notes, Harry 
Johnson, 
Glass, acting in that capacity. | 


WAS IT FAN TAN% | 
During the hearing yesterday, which 


llasted nearly all day and was-then— 
“i not concluded, no evidence, except the 


unsupported testimony of. Officer Ritch, 
was_torthcoming to .prove that Ah 
Gwong and Wong Woot were guilty 
of playing fan tan. To be sure, Officer 
Ritch has been on duty long enough in 
Chinatown to have learned to recog- 
nize fan tan when he sees it, and he 
solemnly testified that he did see it 
last Saturday night. He detailed. how 
he scale a two-story building and 
from a perch on the roof watched a 
game of fan tan in progress in a room 
on the third floor of an adjacent build- 
ing. From his position, he said, he 
could pleinly see, through the gauze 
window curtain, that the game was fan 
tan, and-after satisfying himself on 
this point he proceeded to gain ingress 
and put an end to the unlawful sport. 

The officer then described how he 
forced his way into the building at 
great hazard to himself; how the 
eportive heathen raged and fied in con- 


midst and surprised them in their un- 


paraphernalia, including a Oo 
money which the cashier tried hastily 


officer was gathering up the money and 
implements used in gambling, to be 
used as evidence. Wong Woot, the 
dealer in the game, was not so fortu- 
nate. He was held as a prisoner until 
the officer reached Lon Ark Fawn’s 
office with his bundle of evidence, when 
he turned him loose untila more con- 
venient time when he could arrest both 
Ah Gwong and Wong Woot on a war- 
rant from the court. : 

With the paraphernalia he had cap- 
tured, Officer Ritch, for the benefit of 
the court, gave a practical illustration 
of the game of*fan-tan as he under- 
stood it and as he alleged he saw the 
defendants play. Counsel for the de- 
fense disputed that the illustration 
given by the officer was fan-tan at all. 
The game the Chinamen were playing, 
as they would subsequently prove, 


dominoes, with the simple gambling 
adjunct of betting on odd or even. 
THE BAG OF MONEY. 

Officer Ritch having finished his tes- 
timony ds to the character of the game 
played, the real excitement of the day 
commeneed. It was in relation to the 
money which Ritch was alleged to have 
seized. The testimony brought out on 
cross-examination in 
amount and disposition of the coin 
glaringly exposed the reckless manner 
in which some police officers are wont 
to handle the money and property of 
others which falls, or is intrusted, in 
their hands for safe-keeping. It 
showed that the slip-shod, not to say 
unlawful, method pursued in this case, 
at least, placed the officer in the light 
of being open to suspicion of having 
appropriated some of the money to his 
own use. Had the Chinese conspired 
to place him in a position where they 
could make innuendoes that would be- 
smirch his reputation, they could not 
have succeeded in making a better op- 
portunity to do so than the officer him- 
self, through his lack of discretion, has 
given them. 

Ah Gwong and Wong Woot allege 
that there was $95.30 in the bag which 
Officer Ritch took away from them. 
| When the bag was opened and counted 
in the presence of the court yesterday 
morning. it contained only $50.60. The 
Chinese and their attorneys aver that 
the difference between the two amounts 
has been lost or stolen, the insinua-

They 
declared during the course of the hear- 
ing yesterday that he ‘would not have 
made any complaint in this case had 
his hand not béen forced to it when 
he saw that the Chinese were taking 
steps to make him account for the 
carrying away of their cash. 
THE SACK’'S COURSE. 

To prove that there was ample op- 
portunity for some one to have made 
inroads on the contents of the sack 
of coin between the time of its seizure 
and the time it was turned into court 
yesterday morning, Ritch was closely 
cross-examined as to the disposition he 
made of it. The testimony showed that 
it reached the Police Station in a 
very round-about manner. In the first 
place, Ritch declared, he took the pelf 
into a room in the rear of a Chinese 
restaurant, where he counted it ail 
over bv himself and found that there 
was exactly $50.60. He then returned 
the money to the sack, wrapped the 
sack up in the green cloth that he 
had taken off the gambling table along 
with other appurtenances of the 
game, and put a wrapping of brown 
paper, tied with a stout cord, around 
the whole. He then started out with 
the bundle and met Officer McClain, 
whom he asked to suggest a safe 
piace to leave the outfit till he got 
ready to report off at 1 o'clock. Mc- 
Clain recommended A. Caldera’s 6a- 
loon. The package was left there un- 
til shortly after midnight, when he and 
McClain called for it. Ritch reported 
off duty at1lo’clock by telephone, leav- 
ing the precious bundle in care of Offi- 
cer McClain. who gave it in charge of 
thecook at Boone’srestaurant tillhe got 
ready to report off, at 4 o'clock 
in the morning. On the way to the 
station McClain met Officer Murray 
and handed the bundle to him to take 
to the station. Murray turned it over 
to the police clerk then on duty. The 


latter stored it away behind the 
counter in the office, where it — re- 
mained till Sunday afternoon, when 


Ritch transferred it to his locker in 
the assembly-room on the third floor 
of the Police Station. 

Ritch denied that he was requested 
to count the money in the presence 
of the Chinese or any one else, or that 
a receipt was dernanded »f him. He 
could see nothing unusual in the care- 
less manner in which the money had 
been bundled up and passed along 
from hand to hand. He did not tell 
Officer McClain or any one how much 
money was in the bundle. 

Mr. Appel, during his cross-examina- 
tion of Officer Ritch, tried to show by 
innuendo tha e officer was flush with 
eoin after Heding had his fingers in 
the sack.

RIVAL ROADS FIGHT. 


STREET-CAR COMPANIES DISPUTE 
OVER A CROSSING. 


Los Angeles Railway Company Re- } 


places a Switch of the Traction 
Company, at Lake Street and 


Westianke Avenue, by One of 
Their Own—Mr. Lamme’s Indig- 
mation. 


Heretofore the two street car com- 

panies of this city were merely con- 
temporaries in a particular line of busi- 
ness, but henceforth they are rivals. 
' The ownership of the switch at 
the crossing at Lake street and 
Westlake avenue has been in dis- 
pute between the companies for a 
About twelve months 
ago the Los Angeles Traction Company 
placed a switch at that crossing that 
would permit of their cars going over 
automatically. The Los Angeles Rail- 
way Company's cars, on the contrary, 
could not go by unless the switch were 
raised by the hand, and the conductors 
of the line had to do it. It was not 
only an inconvenient proceeding, but 
served to lose time. 

According to C. M. Lechner, the track 
foreman for the Los Angeles Railway 
Company, the Traction Company prom- 
ised to alter the switch within five days 
after it was placed. They waited a 
year for the fulfillment of this alleged 
promise, and as it failed to materialize 
they took things into their own hands. 

Yesterday afternoon Lechner took 
a gang of men to the place and had 
the Traction Company's switch torn 
up. He replaced it by one belonging 
to his employers, and which would 
serve their purpose better.. But before 
this was accomplished, there was a 
genuine hullabalu, and several hun- 
dred persons were treated to an amus- 
ing diversion from life’s daily routine. 

The first Traction Company conduc- 
tor that saw Lechner’s gang of work- 
men with pick and shovels and crow- | 
bars, at the crossing opposite Westlake 
Park, knew they would not be there to 
do his employers any.good. He ac- 
cordingly telephoned the Traction Com- 
pany office. 

While the latter company was getting 
men to send to the place, Lechner al- 
ready had the old switch torn out and 
the ground set to receive the new one. 
When E. H. Lamme, the attorney for 
the Traction Company, arrived with 
some men, Lechner was putting tne 
Los, Angeles Railway Company's 
sv-itch in place. Attorney Lamme is a 
bit inventive himself, but his ingenuity 
Was not equal to the resources of -the 
representatives of the rival company. 
The people who stole the first march 
on him had strategy enough left to 
steal a second and elinching one. 

Mr. Lamme ordered the workmen to 
desist, and, as they refused to heed 
him, he telephoned the Police Station 
for official assistance. In the interim 
of his telephoning and the arrival of 
the police, Mr. Lamme had thought up 
a scheme that be believed would work. 
The first car that came along from the 
city was ordered just beyond the cross- 
ing; and-then-to-step._The-second one. 
that came was stationed on the cross- 
ing; and-~its passengers transferred to 
the car beyond the crossing, from 
where they were taken to the end of 
the line. $ 

Lechner’s men could not proceed with 
their work while the car was on the 
crossing. He put an idea into execution 
a moment or two later that forced the 
Traction people to either move or be 
the cause of tying up both lines. When 
the Traction car beyond the crossing 
had gone to the end ofthe line, 
Angeles Pailway car circled the fur- 
ther crosng and came down on the 
other track. A few minutes later the 
Traction car came back, and the Los 
Angeles company’s car was between 
the two Traction cars. Later a Los An- 
geles car was backed to the Traction 
car on the crossing, which made the 
Traction company’s tie-up at this par- 
ticular point complete. 

The police arrived at this interesting 
phase of the situation, but they were 
there to keen the peace only, and in 
spite of Attorney Lamme’s entreaties, 
they would not dictate what should be 
done. 

The matter was finally temporarily 
settled; the cars proceeded on their 
accustomed way, the policemen re- 
turned to the station, and the switch 
was laid according to Los Angeles 
Railway Company's ideas. In the ‘u- 
ture the Traction company’s conduc- 
tors will have to turn the switch. 

Attorney Lamme, speaking for the 
Traction company, said: 

“It is not true that we had promised 
to have the switch so fixed that it 
would be easier for their men. The 
agreement was that if they would let 
us build the crossover at the east end 
of Lake street, they could have the 
switch. But the crossing is at the west 
end of the street. 

“I consider this a pure and unmiti- 
gated attempt to bulldoze, in the in- 
variable manner of the S. P., and the

There is no need to change the pres- 
ent method of voting. Under it every 
voter can register his choice of candi- 
dates without difficulty, and in a very 
short space of time. The law permits 
a voter to remain in the booth ten 
minutes it necessary. Not one votef 
in a thousand requires so much_ time. 
The majority of voters occupy only 
from one to three minutes in prepar- 
ing their ballots. A voter who objects 
to devoting from one to three or even 
ten minutes to the dis ge of one of 
the highest functions of citizenship 
certainly has some queer ideas of his. 
duties to the State. Under the°pres- 
ent apportionment of precincts there 
is no crowding, but every voter is af- 
forded all the time necessary to mark 
his ballot.

State knows that, in spite of the 
obligation devolved upon the voter of 
putting his particular sign of approval 
against the name of every candidate 
he wishes to vote for, in nineteen 
cases out of twenty the act is per- 
formed perfunctorily, simply because 
not one in twenty voters is acquainted 
with the personal character or qualifi- 
cations of the men he votes for. This 
being the case, it is absurd to insist 
upon the voter going through the per- 
formance of voting in detail if he de- 
sires to vote a straight. ticket.” 

That provision of the law to which 
the Chronicle particularly refers as an 
“admitted defect” is by many intellf- 
gent and well-informed persons re- 
garded as being, instead of a defect, 
one of the wisest provisions of the 
law. The Legislature will do well to 
proceed slowly in considering the re- 
peal of this provision; for itis not 
improbable that a careful investiga- 
tion would show that public sentiment, 
so far from being in favor of its re- 
peal, is strongly against it. Without 
much doubt the professional poli- 
ticians of all parties are in favor of 
repealing this part of the law, for the 
plan proposed by the Chronicle would 
distinctly favor the furtherance of the 
schemes of men who make politics a 
business. But, fortunately for the in- 
terests of the public at large, the pro- 
fessional politicians are not in a ma- 
jority, and the laws of the land are not 
framed exclusively for their benefit, 
nor entirely at their behest. 

The provision of the present law, 
which requires the voter to place a 
mark opposite the name of each can- 
didate for whom he desires to vote, 
has much to commend it, and is in no 
true sense of the word objectionable. 
It affords an ideal method by which 
the independent voter can express his 
wishes, and at the same time it com- 
pels the careless voter to inspect his 
ballot more carefully than he would 
otherwise be obliged to do. Every 
voter. should at least know the names 
ofthe candidates for whom he votes. 
But if the voter be permitted to vote 
for them in a lump—a job lot, so to 
speak—in many cases he will not take 
the pains to inform himself as to the 
personnel of the ticket which he votes, 
and will not even know the names of 
all the men he votes for. 

By compelling the voter to study 
the ticket, the present system tends 
distinctly to the promotion of intelli- 
gence and independence on the part of 
the citizen, and it tends as certainly 
to the suppression of blind. unreason- 
ing partyism. Adherence to party 
mrinciples is right and proper, but no 


MORE HARBOR IMPROVEMENTS. 

Work upon the long looked for im- 
provement of San Pedro Harbor—or 
at least the preparatory work—has 
already commenced. There is no rea- 
son to doubt that, as Tue TIMES has 
frequently stated, this important im- 
provement will, undoubtedly, be fol- 
lowed or attended by other important 
government work, such as the con- 
struction of naval docks and fortifica- 
tions. 

In this connection, an Associated 
Press dispatch from Washington, pub- 
lished in Tue Tres of Friday, is of 
special interest. It states that, in his 
annual report to the Secretary of the 
Navy, Chief Endicott, of the Bureau

The volume’ of 
legal business has declined in this 
county at least fifty per cent., and the 
attention of the honorable gentlemen 
presiding over the six departments of 
the Superior Court has been largely 
occupied in hearing arguments on 
frivolous demurrers, default cases and 
motions to retax costs. There have 
been filed within the past year about 
nine cases per day, of which seventy- 
five per cent. have been probate cases, 
suits on promissory notes, foreclosures, 
actions to quiet title, and for divorce, 
and of that seventy-five per cent., 
over ninety per cent. have been de- 
fault cases. There have been en- 
tered up about four judgments and 
decrees per day, of which a _ very 
small per cent. have been trial cases. 
I will take, for example, the business 
in court on one day—November 11, 
1§98—as-a fair average of the volume 
of business done daily. There were 
two estates filed, two actions for ai- 
vorce, one action on promissory note, 
one suit to foreclose street lien, one 
action to quiet title, one attachmeut 
and two actions for damages, De- 
partment One, no business. Depart- 
ment Two, the usual probate calendar. 
Department Three, decree of divorce. 
Department Four, one suit dismissed, 
judgment entered in one case, and one 
case argued. Department Five, one 
decree of divorce,.and judgment en- 
tered in one case. Department Six, 
one decree:of divorce, one decree of 
foreclosure of. age. 
—“In 1887 we had three Superior 
Judges. New positions were «reated 
after that, until finally the _ number 
was increased to six. In San Fran- 
cisco they have nine Superior Judges. 
In Chicago, until recently, nine were 
sufficient to do the entire business of 
Cook county, and five could easily do 
the work that there is in Los Angeles_ 
county. For a few years after the 
close of the boom the volume of busi- 
ness here required five or six Superior 
Judges, but conditions have now 
changed, and it appears to me that 
the present is an opportune time to 
urge upon the members of our State: 
Legislature the necessity of knocking 
off at least two of our Superior Judges. 
New offices should not be needlessly 


| created, but, wherever. possible, abol- 
.. ished, and the salary: eut: down.

UNIVERSITY EXTENSION. 


EDUCATIONAL OPPORTUNITIES 
BE OPEN TO ADULTS. 


TO 


Initiative Steps for Systematic Work 
Taken Last Night—Some Start- 


ling Statistics From the Public 
Schools of This City. 


The initiative steps for a system of 
university extension, designed to open 
to the adults of Southern California 
opportunities for taking up the studies 
ordinarily taken in high schools and 
universities, were taken last night at 
Simpson Tabernacle. The meeting 
had not been well advertised, and as 
a consequence the attendance was not 
ert oa so large as it ought to have 


n. 

The work thus started is under the 
direction of a board of directors con- 
taining representatives of the State 
Normal schools at i Angeles arid 
San Diego, the University of Southern 
California, Occidental College, Throop 
Polytechnic Institute, and Pomona Col- 
lege. This board has been formed as 
the result of a canvass of the situa- 
tion presented in Southern California 

ing the past three months, and 

ring this same canvass a fund of 
$1200 has been raised to start the work 
of the coming year. 

Hon. Enoch Knight presided at the 
meeting last evening, and made a 
brief address, after which he intro- 
duced Dr. Van Liew of the State Nor- 
mal School of this city, who spoke 
of the history of the university move- 
ment from its inception in 1867, when 
James Stewart of Cambridge Univer- 
sity began work in the north of Eng- 
land om much the same lines that 
have been followed in various coun- 
tries in recent years. 

“On the one hand this movement 
reached the educated men and women 
of England, and on the other hand it 
reached the laboring man and gave 
him an insight into higher studies,” he 
said. ‘In 1875 similar work was taken 
up by the University Society of. Lon- 
don, and the. University of Oxford 
soon took up the same work, which 
spread throughout England, until there 
were, in 1893, 80,000 — ple in that 
coun who were pursuing the courses 
of study outlined by the leaders of the 
movement. From England the move- 
ment extended to the colonies, to Ire- 
land and Scotland, and finally to for- 
eign countries, France, Germany and 
Belgium having made big headway. 
In this country the first presentation 
of the subject was made by Prof. 
Adams of the Jonhs Hopkins Univer- 
sity, and as a result of this presenta- 
tion the librarian of the Buffalo Pub- 
lic Library took up the work in that 
city. The Chautauqua system followed, 
and in addition to the methods fol- 
lowed before that time it introduced 
lar courses of lectures. =

had not the opportunity of acquiring 
a liberal eudcation in their youths 
that they must have something corre- 
sponding to university education.

on,”’ 

Prof. Robert DB. Hieronymus, who 
has been appointed the agent of the 
university extension movement for 
Southern California, outlined the work 
which it is proposed to introduce here. 
He said: ‘It is important that it be 
understood that this movement is not 
designed to ever take the place, nor 
even equal, the work of the university, 
but rather to give to those who have 
not the privileges of university life the 
best that is attainable by them. It is 
possible that people get too high an 
idea from the name generally chosen, 
and for that reason, and because there 
arereally no fully organized universities 
in Southern California, the name _ se- 
lected for the society in Southern Cali- 
fornia is the Educational Extension As- 
sociation. under which it is possible 
to do work not regularly in line ‘with 
that of universities. It is proposed to 
get the ablest men and women of this 
section to aid in the work, and to 
bring from the East some of the mien 
of national reputation to lecture sys- 
tematically through the towns of this 
section. The workers in this move- 
ment will visit the various towns in 
the seven southern counties, deliver 
lectures, hold examinations and pass 
on the work of the members, and will 
aim to transfer to the students the air 
of universitv life. The cost will prob- 
ably be about $1 for a course of 6ix 
lectures, or $2.50 for three such courses. 
Some books will be required, but the 
public libraries will be of great as- 
sistance in this line. Though there are 
600 members of the American Society 
of University Extension in this city, 
there has been a feeling that’ the 
movement might take firmer hold in 
the smaller towns, though there should 
be a strong circle in this city.” 

President Davis of the Board of 
Bducation of the city was then called 
upon. and he made a brief but rather 
startling address. He said that in go- 
ing over the figures in the reports of 
the schools for the year, about to. be 
issued. he was struck with the fact 
that of the pupils who start in the 
primary grades, 48 per cent. have 
dropped out at the close of the third 
year, while at the end of the sixth 
vear. when the pupils are of au aver- 
age age of 13 years, 69 per cent. have 
dropped out, showing that less than a 
third of the children in this city con- 
tinue their studies beyond the age of 
13 vears. He declared his belief that 
the proposed movement is one in 
which the people should be united to 
a man. Most of these children who 
drop out of the schools are in poor 
circumstances, they have in their lives 
but little to ennoble them, and they 
are forced into what is but little better 
than mere animal _ existence. He 
thought the movement should have fea- 
tures which would come down to the 
needs of these unfortunates, even to 
the teaching of cooking and the les- 
sons of health. 

The leaders of the work then re- 
tired to prepare a list of names of 
those who would make a good commit- 
tee for outlining and initiating the 
work fn this city, and when they re- 
ported, the names were ratified by .the 
audience. the committee selected be- 
ing composed of Miss Wadleigh of the 
Public Library; Miss Nancy Foster, a 
well-known teacher in a private school; 
Prof. B. M. Davis of the Normal 
School; ‘J. A. Foshay, Superintendent 
of Schools, and Prof. Guy Wadsworth 
of Occidental College.

THAT LONG-SOUGHT AGREEMENT 
WITH THE CANADIANS. 


Bering Sea Dispute May Be Settled 
~ by Wiping Out the Seal Industry, 
but Reciprocity is a Stone Wali 
Yet to Be Surmounted—A Com- 
missioner’s Wish, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—Members 
of the Anglo-American Commission, 
Americans and Canadians, expressed 
the hope today that the commission 
would complete its labors before the 
Christmas holidays, but they are not 
willing to state that a treaty will be 
framed covering the many subjects of 
difference between the United States 
and Canada. Greater progress has 
been made than is generally under- 
stood. and a draft of some of the arti- 
cles of the proposed treaty has been 
submitted by sub-committees and 
tentatively approved. This, however, 
covers the minor questions, and the 
tab subjects of the North At- 
antic fisheries, reciprocit Be: 
Sea still remain 
While the commission treats all 
statements regarding its work as un- 
authorized, yet it is understood by 
‘those acquainted with its work that 
the auestions of border immigration, 
mining rights, lake fisheries and the 
Alaskan-Canadian boundary have been 
found less difficult of solution 
was and that 4 basis 
agreement on these subjects is 
sight. if not actually determined upon. 
Technically, however, nothing is done 
until the last act of the commission is 
performed, so that these and all other 
subjects may remain open to the end. 
As to the Bering Sea, the belief pre- 
vails that a settlement on both sides 
will be reached, and the fact that 
the officials, one a Canadian and an- 
other an American, are at Victoria, 
where an inventory is making of the 
Bering fleet, leads to the belief that a 
settlement may be made on the basis 
of wiping out the industry by giving 
the Canadians some equivalent for the 
capital invested. A recent official 
document places the Bering Sea fleet 
at thirty, but these are small schoon- 
ers, none of them above 100 tons. 
Reciprocity and the Atlantic fisheries 
continue to be the most stubborn ques- 
tions before the commission. On reci- 
procity the commissioners do not ex- 
press themselves in sanguine: terms. 
The. subject is still before a  sub- 
committee, which, however, reports 
when an agreement is reached, and the 
full committee approves what has been 
done. There are so many articles on 
a tariff schedule that the discussions 
have not yet been productive of many 
agreements on specific articles or 
groups of articles. Thus far the dis- 
cusion has been rather free and open, 
articles being considered as they were 
called up by individual members. 
While the abrogation of the British 
preferential tariff is considered by 


of 


of the American commissioners 


as a sine qua non to any reciprocity 
agreement, it is said this view has not 
been seubmitted in the form of an 
ultimatum, and that the issues on that 
point are yet to come. As indicating 
the Hberal view prevailing among the 
American commissioners, one of them 
said today that he wished American 
merchants could be brought to realize 
the futility of shutting Canadian goods 
from our markets, when the main re- 
sult was to force these goods into 
British markets, where they competed 
with our goods at a much greater ad- 
vantage than they could get in the 
New York or American markets. To 
his judgment it was to our advantage 
to compete with Canadian goods on 
our own grounds rather than to go 
across the ocean and meet them in 
competition.

HAWAIIAN GOVERNMENT 


MORE LIBERAL FORM TO BE FAV- 


ORED THAN bs EXPECTED. 
May Have a Representative in the 
House, With a Vote—Federal 
Government Not Much Altered. 
Suffrage Based on Education and 

Property Qualifications. 


{A. P. EARLY MORN ING REPORT.} 
CHICAGO, Nov. 18.—A special to the 
Tribune from Washington says it is 
probable that the report Of the Ha- 
walian Commission will favor a more 
liberal form of government for the 
islands than has generally be 
The members have favorably consid- 
ered a proposition to give the islands 
a Representative in the House with a 
vote, in which regard he‘ would rank 
with the Representatives and not with 
the delegates from Arizona, New Mex- 
ico and Okiahoma, who have the privi- 
lege of talking, but not the rig t of 
voting. 
The government suggested for the 
islands will, in all probability, be an 
advance on the present organized Ter- 
ritories, but of course will not contem- 
plate statehood. Several members of 
the commission go.to the extent of be- 
lieving that Hawaii should have repre- 
sentation in the Senate, though prob- 
ably without a vote. This, feature, 
however, may not appear inthe re- 
port. The distance of the islands from 
the seat of government ‘necessitates 
the granting of more power for local 
government than is given to the pres- 
ent organized Territories, but the Gov- 
ernor and othed important officers will, 
of course, be appointed in Washington. 
Hawaii, having come into the Union by 
treaty and not by conquest, there will 
bé no military government, as in the 
case of Porto Rico and the Philippines, 
but a civil power will be created from 
the start. In a general way, the courts 
and ordinary machinery of the Fed- 
eral government will be extended to 
the islands without much alteration, 
but provision will probably be made 
for a certain degree of local control 
of taxation and expenditures. There 
will be a suffrage based upon education 
and property qualifications, and the 
members of the commission believe they 


have evolved a system of colonial gov- - 


ernment which will reserve full power 
to the President and Congress, and at 
the same time prove sufficiently elastic 
to give the governing classes in the isl- 
ands control of local improvements and 
the direction of colonial affairs. 

When the Hawaiian Commission left 
this country the President instructed 
them to keep in mind the possessions 
acquired by the war, and the govern- 
ment which will be recommended by 
the Sandwich Islands, will serve as @ 
model for that of the Philippines and 
Porto Rico. 


GEORGIA WILL TRY IT. 
Test the Constitutionality of Fed-« 
eral Tax on State Bank Issues. 

{[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
ATLANTA  (Ga.,) Nov. 18.—The 
House of Representatives has passed a 
providing for a test of the 
tutionality of the Federal 10 per cent, 
tax on State bank issues. The bill pro- 
vides that a commission consisting of 
the Treasurer, Comptroller and Gov-~ 
ernor of the State shall issue circulat- 
ing currency notes to the extent of 75 
per cent. of its capital stock to any 
bank applying for the same.

But not before much heart-burning 
had been engendered, and antiphathies 
created, that very probably will con- 
tinue after the matter of Wong. Sing 
Hay’s murder is forgotten. Opin- 
ions in the District Attorney’s and 
Sheriff’s offices have been divided with 
regard to the quietness of the. present 
defendant. The Sheriff’s deputies al- 
most to a man have believed that 
Harry Clark and Harry Clark alone 
killed the Garvanza laundryman. 

When first the body of the Chinaman 
was discovered, Joe Hunter was placed 
under arrest by Sheriff Burr, but was 
released later when the officers be- 
came satisfied that he was in Los An- 
geles at the time that they believed 
the murder had been committed.

And even, in the event of it being 
conclusively shown that Joe Hunter 
committed the murder, that would 
neither exonerate Clark, nor serve to 
restore him to liberty. Even then he 
would be an accessory after the fact, 
for in his latest story he concedes that 
he kept a look out for Joe Hunter 
while he started the horse and wagon 
down the San Fernando:-road, and from 
thence on kept to himself the secret 
of the crime. Clark swore that he was 
telling the truth at his trial: he also 
swore he was telling the truth at this 
preliminary examination. The state- 
ments were in direct conflict with one 
enother, and standing alone neither 
storv was of any value. for no one 
could tell which was the  perjured 
statement or whether both were not 
tissues of falsifications. In the light 
of other testimony, however, Clark’s 
later statement took on importance: it 
appeared reasonable, and a motive 
could be discerned. There was one 
sentence, too, in which Clark uncon- 
sciously struck a hidden chord, that, 
without intent upon his part, had the 
ring of truth. He was asked what they 
did after Joe Hunter shot the China- 
man. and the lifeless body sank to the 
ground. ‘“‘We just stood over the body,” 
said he, “and looked at one another.” 
This is true to human experience. In’ 
the criminal taking of human life the 
ery of blood goes up, and for the mo- 
ment the murderer realizes the enor- 
mity of his offense. Science and the 
churches explain the matter in differ- 
ent ways, while agreeing to the fact. 
Justice Young, in his short summing 
up, gave one or two reasons why the 
defendant ought to be held to answer; 
but before that point was reached there 
was much enjoyment for the crowd 
that again filled the courtroom to over- 
flowing. Assistant District Attorney 
Williams and Mr. Jones enlivened the 
proceedings with their spatting, and at 
one point Sheriff. Burr interposed and 
claimed the right to make an explana- 
tion. All of which was hugely en- 
joyed by the onlookers. 

THE EAGLE ROCK EPISODE. 

Deputy Sheriff Frank Davis first tes- 
tified in the morning, and described the 
finding of the body under Joe Hunter’s 
house, about twenty-five feet from the 
small door by which access was gained 
to the basement. He thought the dead 
Chinaman would weigh from 110 to 115 
pounds, and where he was found the 
height from the ground to the joists 
of the floor ‘was only fourteen inches. 

Al Barrel, keeper of the roadhouse, 
recalled for the prosecution, stated 
that after Joe Hunter passed his place, 
at about 8 o’clock in the evening, he 
saw him again at about 9 o’clock, when 
he returned to the saloon with Harry 
Clark. They had a drink, and Clark 
got a bottle of whisky and then left, 
going in the direction of George Hunt- 
er’s house. 

James N. Watson, a storekeeper at 
Eagle Rock, stated that on the night 
of the killing, or rather the early morn- 
ing after, three \men\ drove up to his 
place at about 1:40 o’clock.

Al Barrel being recalled, cast some 
light on the buggy episode, by saying 
that a man named Nellis borrowed Joe 
Hunter’s buggy. That is, finding it 
tied up at the saloon, he took posses- 
sion of it for the purpose of driving 
over to Verdugo. Al Barrel saw Nellis 
shortly after 9 o’clock at night, when 
he returned from. Verdugo, and Barrell 
told him he had better take the buggy 
home. Nellis said in that case he 
would have to walk home, and he in- 
tended to drive into town. . 

F. B. Clark, father of Harry Clark, 
testified to the Penland’s shack being 
830 feet from Joe Hunter’s house. 
After hearing his son testify to having 
shot at a lizard, and that the shot 
had penetrated the board, he had gone 
out and got the piece of planking de- 
scribed. Deputy Sheriff Sheldon was 
‘with him at the time. 

Mr. Williams.next read the testimony 
given by Joe Hunter at the preliminary 
examination of Clark. Apart from the 
short conversation he remembered hav- 
ink with Clark when he got home, and 
a faint recollection of. the girls-coming 
to supper, the witness’ mind was a 
blank. All the events of that fateful 
night he failed to remember, for he 
was very drunk.

Jones retired with the defendant for a 
few moments, and upon returning into 
court moved to dismiss the case on the 
ground that there was no eyidenc 
whateyér conneeting Joe Hunter with 
‘the murder, or to put him on defense 
for his life.. Counsel said he spoke in 
all candor, and if he believed him to be 
guilty he would‘as a law-abiding citi- 
zen, advise the court to hold him to an- 
swer. Mr. Jones then’ proceeded to 
charge the prosecuting atorney with 
being moved by feeling, and that he 
had stated that if the defendant should 
not be held he would have Joe Hunter 
up before every justice in the countv. 

Mr. Williams intérposed to deny that 
he had said anything of the kind. 
‘What he did say was that if the de- 
fendant was not held, then he would 
.bring the matter before the grand jury. 

Counsel for the defense pointed out 
to the court that only by believing the 
storv of a self-confessed perjurer and 
pvettv larcenist could any excuse be 
found for denying the motion. 

All the same the court denied the 
‘motion. Mr. Jones-then, while dis- 
claiming any intention of reflecting 
‘upon the court, said that if the court 
believed Clark, the putting on the 
stand of thirty or forty witnesses 
would not change his belief. In ‘such 
case the defense rested. - 

Justice Young said he thought coun- 
sel took an unfair view of the matter, 
but it was for him to consider what 
was best to be done in the premises, 


and the court proceeded to deliver his 
ruling. 


THE DEFENDANT HELD. 

“The court holds,” said Justice Young, 

“that Joseph Hunter should be held to 
answer the crime charged, and I will 
‘give one or two-reasons why the court 
thas arrived at that conclusion. 
_ “In the first place, Clark’s story, 
unless corroborated, would be of no 
value. for he has confessed his per- 
jury. Has his story been corroborated? 
As he told it the court believes it to 
be truthful, and I don’t believe that 
he could have told a story other than 
a truthful one under the most in- 
genious cross-examination, without de- 
parting from the.terms cf his original 
statement. 

“Then it would not have been possi- 
ble for Clark ‘to bave committed the 
murder and disposed of the body be- 
‘tween the hours of 6 and 8 o’c'ock. It 
‘would ~have been physical imnossi- 
bilitv for him to have lifted and car- 
ried. the dead man, and I speak from 
personal experience, for I handled a 
number of dead men during the war. 
I mention the time because, on the 
supposition that Joe Hunter did not 
‘know of what had taken place, he ar- 
rived home at 8 o’clock. From thence 
on Hunter and Clark were together, 
or at least it would not have been pos- 
sible for Clark to have obliterated 
traces of the crime without his being 
seen. or have disposed of the wagon. 

“Then, too, one of the Hunter boys 
came on horseback to the house in the 
morning, and then Joe Hunter rode off 
calling to Clark to follow him to Hoff- 
man’s. He telephoned to the Sheriff 
that a murder had been committed. 
No one knew of a murder, or even 
that a Chinaman was missing at that 
time, but only that a horse and wagon 
had been found on the road. The de- 
fendant was the first man to discover 
that a murder had been committed, 
I see no reason for that. 

“The story told by Clark is reason- 
able. The quarrel in which the de- 
fendant became involved was natural, 
andthe alternative supposition furnishes 
no reasonable incentive. The crime 
was not done for robbery, for the 
money remained on the body. The 
Chinaman had no quarrel with Clark, 
and in no supposable’ way, with Hun- 
ter in the house, could Clark have re- 
moved the body and obliterated the 
marks of the crime. No blood was 
found upon-anything but the cuffs, and 
they have turned out not to have 
been Clark's. And yet to carry the 
body the person’s clothes must have 
been defiled like a butcher’s, and such 
clothing has never been discovered. 

“It is the order of this court that 
Joseph Hunter be held to answer the 
charge of murder in the Superior 
‘Court of this county without bonds.” 

That ended it. The crowd drifted 
out. and Joe Hunter was surrounded 


by his friends, shaking hands ere he

WAITED FOR YEARS. 


John Kofoed Comes Into His Rights 
at Last. 


John C. Kofoed, who has for some 
years lived upon the charity of rela- 
tives and friends, and who, twelve or 
thirteen years ago, owned one of the 
largest businesses in Topeka, Kan., 
yesterday received notice of a supreme 
court decision which places him in 
possession of from $30,000 to $50,000 
worth of property in the Knob Hill 
tract, near Westlake. 0, 

When John C. Kofoed came here in 
boom time, he had several thousand 
dollars. He bought the Longstreet 
property, and lived there for a time. 
But he was tempted into speculation, 
and bought some two hundred lots in 
what is now the Knob Hill tract. Since 
then these lots. have greatly increased 
in value, ranging from $300 to $1500) 
each. ‘They are located between Third 
and Sixth and Alvarado and Coronado 
streets. ‘Ihe property is within the 
1600-foot limit described by the West- 
lake protective oil ordinance, and, in 
case of that ordinance not holding 
good, may produce oil and prove of 
grater value than at present. 

Kofoed bought of P. Beaudry and 
Ss. C. Hubbell and others, by partial 
payments and mortgages, and over- 
stepping himself, ame financially 
involved. He made loans to friends. 
By 1892 he had become so involved as 
to need an attorney. He retained 8. 
B. Gordon in a suit against Hubbell 
for a settlement on twenty lots. “The 
case was decided by Judge McKiniey 
in favor of the plaintiff, the latter to 
pay a purchase price of some $7000 or 
$3000. Among the judgments’ wae the 


one held by James F. Cosby, for $2504. 
Gordon bought, this. judgment for $200. 
' Kofoed was then in New Mexico on 


business. Gordon’s plan. was to levy 
on Kofoed’s property,. which then con- 
sisted in equity of redemption in por- 
tions of the Knob. Hill tract, and in 
equitable right by virtue of a contract 
with Hubbell for the purchase of the 
above-mentioned twenty acres. Gor- 
don was to pay the $200 as he collected 
it. anv residue to apply to Gordon's 

On the strength of the $200 deficiency 
judgment. Gordon and Cosby levied on 
the Hubbell contract and paid the pure 
chasing price, as set by Judge Mce- 
Kinley. Upon Kofoed’s return from 
Mexico he was’ very bitter against 
Gordon. He employed T. M. Stewart 
and. sued Gordon and Cosby to have 
them declared his trustees by virtue of 
their action in handling his affairs, and 
by Gordon’s attorney contract. Judge 
Shaw declared them trustees on this 
showing. and ordered that Kofoed 
should pay the $200 and the purchasing 
price. thus fulfilling the contract made 
by Gordon and Cosby, as trustees. Un- 
til the 31st of July, 1893, was given to 
pay these. amounts, when by’ Judge 
Shaw's order Cosby was to execute a 
deed to Kofoed. 

Kofoed raised the money and ap- 
peared on the date named. But Gor- 
don and Cosby had decided by that 
time to make one more effort to secure 
the Hubbell property.

REDONDO. 


Repairs to Deep-water Moorings. 
Two Alleged Burglars. | 
REDONDO, Nov. 18.—{Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The Pacific Coast Steam- 
ship Company's steamer Bonita sailed 
from this port Thursday, after hav- 
ing spent three days in overhauling the 
Redondo Beach Company's mooring 
buoys, of which there’ is an extensive 
system. The buoys cost over $10,000. 
Some of them are in very deep water, 
considering their nearness to shore. 
One of them, with the chain and an- 
chor attached to it, weighs 50,000 
pounds. It is in 150 feet of water. 
Some time ago it became unshackled 
so that the chain dropped to the bot- 
tom. The recovery of the chain was 
an interesting piece of work. Another 
buoy lies in 186 feet of water. There 
are twelve moorings in all. Bach was 
hoisted aboard the steamer, anchor 
ard all, and every link and other con- 
nection inspected and replaced where 
necessary. Since the moorings were 
put in a number of big vessels have 
been attached to them. It is said that 
in no case has a vessel ever dragged 
one of them. The inspection demon- 
strated that the moorings in the deeper 
water do not wear their connections as 
rapidly as do those in water of lesser 

depth

CANDIDATES CHEERED. 


SECOND WARD REPUBLICAN MEET- 
ING FULL OF ENTHUSIASM. 


Walter F. Haas Outlines the Water 
Question — Assemblyman - Elect 


Conrey Speaks for the Party to 
a Crowd at Bouttier Hall, 


‘Several hundred persons crowded 
into Bouttier Hall, Bellevue avenue and 
Bunker Hill street, last evening, to 
listen to addresses made by the Re- 
publican city candidates. The meet- 
ing was marked by enthusiasm, and 
the nominees were frequently cheered. 
Candidates for all the city executive 
positions, except that of Mayor, 
well as Councilman Fred L. Baker and 
Charles H. Toll, and William Cham- 
bers, nominee for member of the 
Board of Education from the Second 
Ward, addressed the meeting. All of 
the speeches were logical and clear, 
yet caustic and telling, and the fre- 
quent bits of humor were appreciated 
by the listeners. 

W. H. Dickinson, as chairman of the 
meeting, made a short address, aftér 
which he introduced John H. Drain, 
candidate for Superintendent of Streets 
and the incumbent of that office. Mr. 
Drain briefly. appealed to the Second 


Ward voters ,to stand the Repub- | 


lican ticket and to avoid personalities 
or ridicule of opposing candidates. The 
speaker made a personal appeal for 
votes. Walter F. Haas was introduced 
as the next City Attorney of Los An- 
geles. Mr. Haas said the water ques- 
tion was the acknowledged feature of 
the present campaign, and after re- 
iterating the stand taken by the Re- 


publican party in this matter, he gave; 


a concise and complete account of the 
present agitation, from the time of its 
origin, when the city let the contract 
to furnish water thirty years ago.

He 
was greeted with a storm of applause 
as he walked to the front of the hall, 
and his address was frequently inter- 
rupted by the eudience, in its effort 
to express an appreciation of his talk. 
He defined the cause of the Democratic 
defeat as the alliance of Democrats, 
Populists and Silverites, and after 
making a general appeal for the en- 
tire Republican ticket, continued: 

“A political campaign always re- 
minds me of mv first exrerience with 
lunch-counter parlance. It was once 
when I ordered scrambled eggs.
